UTBMARINES IN DISOARD? 

All the argument, eloquence and ex 
pert testimony employed at the Washing- 
ton convention for the limitation of naval 
armaments to prevent the scrapping of sub- 
marines may be turned into so much wasted 
effort by a simple invention of Prof. Lange 
vin, the well-known inventor of submarine 
detector devices. In fact, if his invention 
will accomplish all that is claimed for it 
and it already has the approval of the 
French Naval Ministry—the submarine in 
future warfare will be a sure instrument 
of death, not for the ship it would attack, 
but for the crew that mans it. 

By a scientific machine that accurately 
measures sound waves under water a sub- 
marine can be exactly located anywhere 
within ten miles of a ship that carries the 
Langevin detector. A merchant vessel is 
safe from the undersea shark as soon as 
it ia enabled té listenin on it. Stripped of 
its shield of invisibility the U-boat might 
just as well go out of business. Moreover, 
naval experts agree that submarines are at 
the mercy of destroyers when their location 
ig known. 

Of course, sound detectors were patented 
and tried out while the World War was 
in progress, some of which their sponsors 
were certain would end the career of Ger- 
many’s commerce cripplers. Yet at the 
close of the war the submarine emerged 
from the ocean depths as the most effective 
offensive weapon in the history of naval 
'‘nvention. 

It is too soon as yet to decide that the 
swift and sensational career of the torpedo 
loaded diver is definitely ended. A later 
scientific discovery may circumvent the op 
eration of the Langeévin detector. Naval 
experts are all at sea as to the best way 
to spend the taxpayers’ money on naval 
armament. For which reason might be 
well to attend for a while more to the sci- 
entific than to the construction part of na- 
val defense—since a new cheap invention 
may any day scrap $1,000,000 worth of pre- 
maturely acquired war material.

To few 
has it been given to ha witnessed 
and been a part of the wonderful 
transformation wrought in this 
State in that time. It was given 


to her to see San Francisco de- 
velop from a village feverish with 
mining excitement, resurrected and 
rebullt into the wonderful city 
now sitting at the portals of the 
Golden Gate.
